The new contructs made by the gev-
srnwent provide that after July 1 the
star route mall carriers shull be res
quired to deliver mail to all persons on
the route who put up suitable boxes or
previde satchels or bLage to hold the
wail and suitable cranes or posts on
which to hung the satchels or bags.
Full particulars may be learned at any
pustoftice en the route. The following
are some of the regulations;

‘““Any person living on or near the
route und not within the corporste
limnits of any town or within 80 reds of
any pestollice, who desires his mail de-
posjted at » given point on the line of
the route by the carrier may provide
nud erect a sultuble box or crane on
the roadside, located in sauch manneras
te be reached as conveniently as prace
ticable by the carrler without dis«
mounting from the vehicle or horse,
and such person shall flle with the
postmaster at the postoffice to which
his mall is addressed (which shall be
one of the two postoffices on the route
ol either side of und next to the box er
crane) a request in writing for the de-
livery of his mall to the carrier for de~
posit at the designated point, at the
risk of the addressee,"”

This service by the carrier shall be
without cost to the addressees.

“T'he department does not preseribe
oy particular design of box or satchel
to be used for this service, but the
person providing either should see thi t
it is of such character us to afford ams
ple protection to his wall.

“The carrier is not required to collect
wall from the boxes, but there is ne
objection to his doiug so if it does not
intertere with bis muking the scheduls
time. The law provides thut every
carrier of the mail sbhall receive any
mall matter presented to him if props
vrly prepald by stumps, and deliver the
same for mailing at the next postofice
wt which be arrives, but thetl no fees
shiall ba allowal nim thecefor
